ble dent in the current Democrat­ 
i c deficit of about $1,500,000.

MIAMI (UPI) - With the sui­ 
cide of hard-luck skipper Julian 
Harvey, shoclted-dazed 11-year-old 
Terry Jo Duperrault was the only 
person known alive today to tell 
of the storm-tossed end of the 
ketch Bluebclle in the Atlantic 
last Sunday, 
At least by Monday TVrry Jo 
is e x p e c ts to be sufficiently re­ 
covered from the ordeal of’ four 
days on a raft to tell the tale 
of the fiery sinking which appar­ 
ently claimed five lives and led

Mostly, said Miami advertising 
firm owner Jim C. Boozer — the 
man Harvey picked to receive his 
suicide note—Harvey was a man 
who lived hard, and had perhaps 


more than his share of the trou­ 
bles that come with such a life. 
“ Accident-prone” 
was 
what 
Boozer said. “ I wouldn’t say this 
was a daring man. but he lived 
life to the fullest. This (the acci­ 
dents) is what would come nat­ 
urally.’’

Service (MATS) would be ready 
to begin checking non-scheduled 
airlines wanting government busi­ 
ness by next Monday.
